A Descriptive 
Iris  List 


I never  want  to  issue  a standard  catalog.  If  P.  T.  Barnum's 
“Big  Top  Advertisers"  and  our  “Fair  Promoters"  do  not  have  a 
monopoly  on  the  phrase  “Bigger  and  Better  Than  Ever,"  I want 
to  adopt  it  as  a slogan  for  both  my  Iris  and  Peony  lists.  I am 
really  proud  of  my  1926  Iris  list  as  I think  it  is  the  best  one  I have 
ever  issued,  and  yet  I will  be  keenly  disappointed  if  I cannot  im- 
prove it  another  season.  The  list  constantly  changes  as  the  new- 
comers in  the  garden  strive  for  recognition,  and  the  inferior  varie- 
ties, both  old  and  new,  pass  out  through  the  discard.  Then,  too, 
the  record  of  a season  frequently  changes  one's  opinion  of  an  Iris — 
a good  record  of  this  season  may  be  offset  by  an  outstanding  fault 
another  year,  or  the  poor  bloomer  this  year  may  overcome  its 
weakness  and  present  a flower  of  merit  in  a later  season.  Every 
list  has  a setting  of  its  own,  and  I am  glad  it  changes  thus,  for 
the  varied  group  from  year  to  year  adds  an  interest  which  would 
be  difficult  to  obtain  in  any  other  way.  I have  gathered  together 
all  the  information  I could  locate  about  the  varieties  I am  listing 
this  year,  notes  from  the  originator,  from  the  introducer,  from 
other  growers  (both  commercial  and  amateur)  to  which  I have 
added  my  own  opinion  based  upon  the  records  in  my  garden,  and 
I trust  that  the  descriptions  thus  obtained  will  prove  valuable  as 
garden  references. 

I have  really  enjoyed  compiling  this  information  as  the  study 
and  reference  work  required  for  the  descriptions  only  whetted  my 
desire  to  see!  the  Irises  in  bloom,  and,  as  my  stock  has  wintered 
well  and  now  appears  healthy  and  vigorous,  I anticipate  the  most 
satisfactory  season  I have  ever  had  in  my  garden.  The  dwarfs 
are  just  beginning  to  show  their  color,  and  I now  have  on  my  desk 
a few  of  my  favorites  in  this  early  group:  Graminea,  with  its 
splendid  blooms  of  rich  red-violet;  Marocain,  one  of  Millet's  new 
varieties  which  produces  a rich  red-purple  flower  of  excellent  qual- 
ity; Florida,  a good  yellow,  which  is  excelled  by  the  deeper  yellow, 
Orange  Queen;  Standard,  one  of  the  best  royal  purples  in  the 
group,  and  standing  above  all  the  rest  is  the  beautiful  purple- 
veined  regelio-cyclus,  Osiris.  It  is  little  wonder  that  I am 
anxious  for  the  season  to  advance  that  I may  give  my  garden  en- 
thusiasm full  sway  and  enjoy  another  May  and  June  among  my 


favorite  flowers.  Even  now  I can  anticipate  the  surprises  that  the 
season  may  bring  forth,  and  the  pleasure  I will  have  in  recording 
them  in  a Garden  Note  for  my  many  garden  friends.  I certainly 
do  enjoy  sharing  my  garden  experiences  with  others. 

I wish  you  could  arrange  a visit  here  when  the  Irises 
are  at  their  best.  I will  be  only  too  glad  to  advise  you  the  definite 
dates  if  you  write  and  ask  me,  and  I,  and  my  entire  force,  will  do 
our  best  to  make  your  visit  both  a pleasurable  and  profitable  one. 
It  will  be  a delight  to  point  out  to  you  the  outstanding  varieties, 
or  to  assist  you  in  locating  any  Irises  in  which  you  may  be  in- 
terested. It  is  hard  to  express  in  cold  type  the  warm  welcome  I 
would  like  to  give  every  Iris  lover.  And  I might  add  that  this 
is  the  opportune  season  for  such  a visit.  Immediately  after  the 
blooming  season  I will  start  to  move  my  oldest  plantings  out  to 
the  new  location  I have  purchased  for  my  garden,  five  and  one- 
half  miles  west  of  Van  Wert  on  the  Lincoln  Highway,  and  it  will 
be  three  or  four  years  before  the  new  garden  offers  the  opportunities 
for  study  and  comparison  which  my  present  garden  gives  this  sea- 
son. The  new  garden,  with  its  better  location,  its  additional  area, 
and  more  adaptable  soil,  will  produce  even  better  Peonies  and 
Irises  than  we  can  show  you  now,  but  it  will  take  some  time  to 
get  the  plantings  changed  and  the  varieties  all  established.  This 
is  the  reason  I wish  to  emphasize  the  invitation  to  visit  my  garden 
this  year. 

Many  of  my  customers  wrote  me  last  season  that  they  were 
including  in  their  orders,  varieties  for  their  neighbors’  gardens,  and 
in  order  to  foster  that  practice,  which  can  not  help  but  develop 
neighborhood  harmony  and  pride,  I am  listing  special  prices  on 
quantities  of  two  and  five  rhizomes  of  all  varieties  of  which  I have 
sufficient  stock  to  make  the  offer.  If  a larger  quantity  is  desired  for 
club  orders,  or  for  border  and  mass  plantings,  please  write  for 
special  quotations.  I can  make  very  attractive  prices  on  twenty- 
five,  fifty,  or  one  hundred  rhizomes  of  many  of  the  good  standard 
varieties. 

As  a result  of  purchasing  the  new  farm,  I find  that  I will  have 
enough  ground  to  cultivate  the  better  Peonies  and  Irises  in  quantity 
for  the  wholesale  trade,  and  so,  in  addition  to  my  retail  garden,  I 
have  established  the  Van  Wert  Wholesale  Peony  and  Iris  Gardens 
for  the  sole  purpose  of  growing  roots  to  be  sold  to  other  growers, 
and  producing  flowers  to  be  shipped  to  cities  for  distribution.  If 
you  know  of  any  growers  whom  you  believe  would  be  interested 
in  adding  Peonies  and  Irises  to  their  commercial  lists,  I would  be 
glad  to  have  you  tell  them  to  request  a copy  of  my  wholesale 
catalog  on  their  business  stationery.

ABENDA  (Perry) 

This  variety  came  from  Perry  in  England,  the  grower  who  originated 
the  famous  Black  Prince,  one  of  the  best  Irises  in  the  world.  Here 
are  the  colors  we  found  in  it  as  it  bloomed  in  our  garden  last  year: 
S.  old  rose,  overlaid  bronze;  F.  rich,  madder  crimson,  suffused  soft 


bronze.  We  believe  you  will  like  it. 

AFTERGLOW  (Sturtevant)  $0.50 

This  is  a famous  variety  because  its  name  fits  it  perfectly.  It  has  the 
colors  of  the  evening  sky  after  the  sun  has  disappeared.  Soft  grey- 
lavender  shading  to  buff,  with  rich  yellow  at  the  haft. 

ALCAZAR  (Vilmorin)  $0.35 


This  is  one  of  the  best  Irises  in  the  world,  and  we  do  not  believe  we 
will  have  enough  stock  to  fill  all  our  orders,  for  it  is  an  excellent  value 
at  the  price.  S.  Light  bluish-violet ; F.  deep  brilliant  purple,  with 
bronze- veined  throat.  We  have  never  heard  of  a disappointed  cus- 
tomer, even  when  the  price  was  $1.00.  Two  or  more  rhizomes  at  30c 
each:  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 

AMBASSADEUR  (Vilmorin)  $0.90 

This  has  been  the  best  selling  variety  in  our  list  for  years,  and  Mother 
of  Pearl,  we  believe,  will  be  the  only  variety  which  will  exceed  it  in 
popularity  this  year.  The  plant  is  so  tall  and  well  branched,  the 
blooms  so  large  and  of  such  great  substance,  that  everyone  likes  it.  S. 
lavender:  F.  deep  red- violet,  with  a rich  orange  beard.  Two  or  more 
rhizomes  at  80c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  75c  each.  Get  your 
neighbors  to  order  with  you  and  take  advantage  of  the  quantity  price.

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ANNA  FARR  (Farr)  $1.00 

This  variety  was  originated  in  America,  and  we  are  very  proud  of  it, 
for  it  is  of  good  height,  and  has  excellent  substance  and  form.  S. 
white,  lightly  bordered  pale  blue;  F.  pure  white,  with  pale  blue  mark- 
ings at  the  base.  Similar  to  Ma  Mie  in  color,  but  better  substance,  size 
and  form.  Midseason. 


ANNE  LESLIE  (Sturtevant) $L00 

S.  white,  faintly  flushed  rose;  F.  red  dahlia-carmine,  of  the  splendid 
Caprice  or  Edouard  Michel  color.  Very  attractive. 

ANGELO  (Hort)  $5.00 

This  variety  from  England  is  yet  in  very  few  American  gardens.  We 
hope  it  will  be  seen  in  many  of  the  Iris  shows.  S.  pale  lavender-blue, 

F.  of  a deeper  tone. 

ANN  PAGE  (Hort)  $6.00 

This  is  a lovely  pale  lavender-blue  Iris,  with  the  falls  heavily  penciled. 

The  flowers  are  large  and  of  splendid  shape.  An  excellent  Iris. 

APHRODITE  (Dykes)  $15.00 

S.  and  F.  bright  violet-pink.  The  falls  have  a white  flush  from  the 
center  of  the  blade  to  the  haft.  This  variety  is  recognized  as  the 
world’s  best  pink  Iris.  The  general  effect  is  a decided  pink  tone.  Its 
good  size  and  perfect  form,  with  its  prolific  blooming  habit,  increase 
its  popularity. 

ARGYNNIS  (Longfield)  $5.00 

We  believe  this  is  probably  the  best  of  the  recent  Longfield  intro- 
ductions. A tall  and  distinct  Iris  of  variegata  coloring.  S.  bright 
yellow  delicately  shaded  light  russet  yellow;  F.  solid  dark  violet  car- 
mine without  reticulation.  Beard  yellow.  Large  flowers  carried 
gracefully  on  slender  stalks  forty  inches  high. 

ARAC  (Yeld)  $2.00 

Last  year  there  were  only  two  growers  who  listed  this  variety,  so  you 
know  that  few  Americans  have  yet  seen  it.  Here  are  its  colors  as  it 
has  bloomed  in  our  garden;  S.  and  F.  deep  red-lilac;  F.  darker  than 
standards. 


ARMENIAN  (Millet)  $0.50 

Flowers  of  medium  size.  S.  light  heliotrope-gray,  overshadowed  at 
edge  with  deep  orange-buff ; F.  violet,  reticulated  red-brown  at  base. 

Edge  of  falls  heliotrope.  Two  rhizomes  at  40c  each;  five  or  more 
rhizomes  at  35c  each. 


ARMAND  CLAVAUD  (Denis) $2.00 

Small  flower.  S.  intense  canary  yellow  slightly  penciled  violet  all 
over;  F.  white  dotted  maroon  and  margined  canary  yellow. 


ARAGON  (Bliss)  $2.00 

“S.  deep  bright,  golden  yellow;  F.  bright  velvety  red.  Beard,  deep 
orange.”  You  will  note  that  the  description  of  this  variety  sounds 
very  much  like  an  improved  Iris  King. 
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ASSYRIAN  (Bliss)  $2.00 

“S.  and  F.  two  shades  of  clear  deep  violet,  margined  towards  the  base 
of  the  segments  with  yellow.  Bright  golden  beard.”  This  is,  we 
believe,  the  first  time  Iris  enthusiasts  have  had  an  opportunity  to  pur- 
chase this  variety  at  a reasonable  price.  Two  rhizomes  at  $1.75  each; 
five  or  more  rhizomes  at  $1.50  each. 

ASIA  (Yeld)  $4.00 

This  distinct  and  beautiful  variety  is  unquestionably  one  of  the  most 
glorious  Irises  in  cultivation.  It  is  an  exceedingly  strong  and  tall 
grower,  very  free  flowering  with  individual  blooms  of  the  largest  size. 

S.  pale  lavender,  suffused  and  reticulated  yellow  at  the  base;  F.  light 
violet-purple,  paler  at  the  edges,  and  heavily  reticulated  at  the  haft. 
Bright  yellow  beard.  Height  4 to  4^4  feet. 

ATLAS  (Millet)  $0.50 

We  are  glad  our  stock  will  permit  listing  this  variety  at  a very  popular 
price.  S.  violet-blue;  F.  same  color,  although  a deeper  tone,  veined 
deep  violet-purple.  White  at  haft  with  deep  violet-purple  veins. 
Orange  beard.  Large  flower.  Two  rhizomes  at  40c  each;  five  or 
more  rhizomes  at  35c  each. 

AURELLE  (Denis)  $7.50 

On  account  of  the  disastrous  freezing  weather  of  the  last  two  Iris 
blooming  seasons  in  Van  Wert,  we  have  to  rely  on  other  growers  for 
some  of  our  descriptions.  This  one  is  from  Mr.  Wallace,  the  English 
grower.  ”S.  light  purplish  blue;  F.  rich  glowing  crimson-purple 
with  a golden  beard.  Its  habit  and  shape  of  flowers  are  very  much  like 
Mme.  Gaudichau,  from  which  it  is  a seedling,  but  it  far  surpasses  its 
parent  by  virtue  of  the  beautiful  luminous  effect  of  its  fine  falls.” 

One  of  the  new  varieties,  still  very  scarce. 

AZURE  (Bliss)  $0.50 

This  is  a splendid  rich  purple  Iris  with  very  much  the  same  color  and 
quality  as  Dominion.  Two  rhizomes  at  40c  each;  five  or  more 
rhizomes  at  35c  each. 

BALARUC  (Denis)  $1.50 

S.  and  F.  both  white  with  very  little  markings.  Pale  golden  beard. 

The  bloom  on  this  variety,  by  some  good  luck,  withstood  the  freeze 
of  last  May  and  Mr.  Shimer  and  Miss  Fugate,  who  were  responsible 
for  the  success  of  the  garden  last  year,  report  that  they  were  pleased 
with  both  the  size  and  quality  of  the  white  flowers  of  this  variety. 

BALLERINE  (Vilmorin)  $1.50 

This  Iris  is  of  the  Lord  of  June  type,  and  is  almost  universally  ad- 
mired. It  does  not  increase  as  rapidly  as  Lord  of  June,  but  it  has  bet- 
ter standards,  and  will  withstand  the  heat  of  the  sun  much  better 
than  that  variety.  S.  clear  light  blue;  F.  a deeper  blue.  Tall  and 
graceful  in  its  growing  habit. 

BELLADONNA  (Koehler)  $1.00 

S.  white,  spotted  and  veined  blue-purple;  F.  white  edged  violet.  We 
are  confidently  expecting  to  see  fine  blooms  of  this  variety  in  our  gar- 
den this  year.  Two  rhizomes  at  85c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at 
75c  each. 
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BLUE  JAY  (Farr)  $0.35 

This  Iris  is  good  only  for  mass  planting,  and  should  be  bought  only 
for  its  approach  to  a blue  color.  It  is  not  as  good  as  Corrida  or  Bluet. 

An  attractive  price  will  be  given  on  lots  of  25  or  50  plants.  Two 
rhizomes  at  25c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  20c  each. 

BLUE  LAGOON  (Bliss)  $2.00 

S.  pale  blue;  F.  dark  blue,  shading  lighter  at  the  base  and  edge;  a dark 
blotch  appears  below  the  beard.  After  the  blooming  season  we  hope 
to  be  able  to  accurately  report  the  comparative  value  of  Bluet,  Blue 
Jay,  Blue  Bird,  Blue  Lagoon,  and  Corrida,  for  all  of  them  are  sup- 
posed to  be  especially  valuable  for  blue  effect  in  massing. 


BLUET  (Sturtcvant)  $1.00 

The  color  is  light  blue  lavender,  but  the  general  effect  is  a good  self 
colored  blue  with  the  falls  slightly  darker  than  the  standards.  Good 
form.  Medium  height.  Midseason.  This  has  been  the  best  selling 
variety  in  our  gardens  for  mass  planting  for  a blue  color  scheme. 
Corrida  is  darker,  and  may  be  better  on  account  of  its  height.  Two 
rhizomes  at  85c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  75c  each. 

BOLINGBROKE  (Hort)  $15.00 

‘“Magnificent  pure  white,  with  branching  stems  and  very  large  flow- 
ers.” We  give  Mr.  Wallace’s  description  of  this  variety,  as  we  have 
not  seen  the  bloom  since  our  visit  to  the  originator’s  garden  in  1922. 

We  should  have  bloom  this  season,  and  if  we  do,  we  will  tell  you  of 
it  in  a future  Garden  Note. 

BRUNO  (Bliss) — Dominion  Seedling.  $20.00 

When  I visited  Mr.  Cayeux  in  March  last  year,  he  told  me  that  he 
was  making  use  of  Bruno  in  his  hybridizing  work  as  he  thought  it 
the  most  valuable  for  that  purpose  of  any  of  the  Dominion  seedlings. 

S.  light  heliotrope-gray,  tinted  bronze;  F.  very  deep  violet  purple, 
lighter  at  edge,  veined  white  at  base.  Orange  beard.  Large  bloom. 

B.  Y.  MORRISON  (Sturtevant) $1.00 

S.  pale  lavender-violet;  F.  raisin  purple  of  velvety  texture,  with  a wide 
pale  lavender  border.  This  is  a splendid  selling  variety,  and  we  per- 
sonally like  it  very  much.  Two  rhizomes  at  85c  each;  five  or  more 
rhizomes  at  75c  each. 

CATERINA  (Foster)  $0.50 

This  is  a beautiful  soft  lilac-blue  variety,  but  unfortunately  it  is  not 
as  vigorous  as  Pallida  Dalmatica.  Queen  Caterina  is  a very  great  im- 
provement upon  it,  both  in  vigor  and  beauty. 

CAPRICE  (Vilmorin)  $0.35 

S.  deep  lilac-pink;  F.  deep  rose- violet  reticulated  white  at  base.  Beard 
yellow  shading  to  blue  at  end.  This  variety  is  in  the  Edouard  Michael, 
Opera,  Seminole  group,  and  although  some  of  the  newer  varieties  in 
the  group  are  taller  and  larger,  yet  Caprice  is,  with  us,  on  account  of 
its  popular  price,  a better  seller  than  ever  before.  Two  rhizomes  at 
30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 
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CARDINAL  (Bliss) — Dominion  Seedling $25.00 

S.  distinctive  shade  of  lavender,  overlaid  with  rose,  carried  erect  and 
arching  nicely  at  the  top ; F.  large  of  rich  prune  purple,  carrying  the 
distinctive  Dominion  shape  and  texture.  This  variety  has  given  us 
the  very  best  Iris  bloom  we  have  ever  seen  in  our  own  garden,  and 
it  has  withstood  the  late  May  freezes  of  the  past  two  seasons  better 
than  any  other  Dominion  seedling. 

CAMELOT  (Bliss)  $0.50 

This  is  the  best  effort  the  English  growers  have  made  to  equal  the 
famous  American  variety,  Anna  Farr,  the  Iris  with  the  penciled  or  picot 
edge.  I like  the  American  variety  because  it  has  the  better  form  and 
substance,  but  the  English  originator  has  beaten  us  in  size.  Real  Iris 
enthusiasts  will  want  both  varieties  in  their  gardens.  Standards  and 
falls  creamy  white  edged  with  pale  violet.  Two  rhizomes  at  40c 
each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  35c  each. 

CANOPUS  (Bliss) — Dominion  Seedling $10.00 

“This  is  a variety  of  the  famous  “Dominion”  race,  and  may  be 
described  as  a greatly  improved  Alcazar;  extra  large  flowers  with  broad 
and  finely  arching  standards.  S.  light  purple  shading  to  reddish  violet; 

F.  rich  pansy  violet  with  thick,  heavy  reticulations  at  the  haft.  The 
base  of  the  segments  stained  ochre  and  speckled  purplish  brown. 
Strong  sturdy  stem  with  branching  spikes.  Free  Flowering.” 

CENGIALTI  (?)  $0.50 

An  early  flowering  species,  closely  related  to  the  Pallida  group.  S. 
lavender  blue;  F.  soft  violet  blue  with  yellow  crest.  Two  rhizomes 
at  40c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  35c  each. 

CENGIALTI  LOPPIO  (?)  $0.50 

This  Cengialti  variety  is  not  as  large  flowering  as  some  of  the  pallidas, 
but  it  has  grace  and  beauty  to  give  it  a place  in  our  gardens.  S.  deep 
violet-blue;  F.  same  color,  deeper  in  tone.  Orange  beard.  Two 
rhizomes  at  40c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  35c  each. 

CHATELET  (Vilmorin)  $7.50 

S.  lavender,  slightly  shaded  pink:  F.  deep  lilac  pink,  reticulated  white 
and  brown  at  base.  We  saw  this  very  new  variety  last  year  in  an 
Indiana  garden  which  escaped  the  freeze,  and  it  seemed  to  us  to  be 
in  a class  with  Dream  (Sturtevant)  . It  was  extremely  interesting  and 
may  have  a great  future.  Scarce. 

CHASSEUR  (Vilmorin)  $4.00 

A new  yellow  Iris  from  France,  and  it  is  a much  better  yellow  variety 
than  ever  before  came  from  that  country.  S.  bright  straw  yellow; 

F.  same  color  with  red  markings  at  the  base.  It  will  have  to  com- 
pete with  Citronella  and  the  best  American  yellow  varieties.  The 
world  is  anxious  to  obtain  a good,  tall  growing,  yellow  Iris. 

CITRONELLA  (Bliss)  $7.50 

This  is  the  very  best  yellow  Iris  from  England.  Its  carriage  is  perfect, 
and  so  are  its  standards,  but  the  falls  are  somewhat  of  a disappoint- 
ment, as  they  are  smaller  than  they  should  be,  and  show  too  much  of 
a dark  shade  to  permit  the  variety  to  be  called  a perfect  yellow  Iris. 

It  is  in  very  great  demand  among  breeders  and  collectors. 
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CLIO  (?)  $0.50 

Light  steel  blue  in  color.  Strong,  hardy,  vigorous  grower.  In  the 
Pallida  Dalmatica  class,  and  one  of  the  very  best  varieties  for  mass 
planting  and  borders.  Two  rhizomes  at  45c  each;  five  or  more 
rhizomes  at  40c  each. 

CLEMATIS  (Bliss)  $1.00 


S.  deep  lavender;  F.  deep  lavender-purple  with  white  reticulations 
at  the  base.  Yellow  beard.  Strong  growing,  free  flowering  and  fra- 
grant. This  variety  has  very  much  the  form  of  the  intermediate 
variety,  Dorothea.  Although  it  is  an  English  Iris,  it  received  an 
Award  of  Merit  at  the  International  Iris  Show  in  Paris  three  years 
ago,  but  I am  not  altogether  sure  that  it  deserved  this  high  honor.  It 
does,  however,  resemble  the  Clematis  after  which  it  is  named.  Two 
rhizomes  at  85c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  75c  each. 

CLUNY  (Vilmorin)  $0.75 

Tall  growing  with  flowers  of  the  largest  size.  S.  wistaria  violet;  F. 
soft  bluish-violet,  evenly  marked  purple  brown  on  cream  ground,  the 
reticulations  extending  below  the  bright  orange  yellow  beard.  One  of 
the  most  vigorous  varieties.  Two  rhizomes  at  60c  each;  five  or  more 
rhizomes  at  50c  each. 

COLONEL  CANDELOT  (Millet) $0.60 

This  is  one  of  the  good  Irises  which  makes  the  best  approach  to  red 
in  color,  andj  as  it  is  very  vigorous,  I believe  all  American  Iris  lovers 
will  be  glad  to  own  one.  S.  bronze,  overlaid  with  red-lavender;  F. 
rich  velvety  crimson  purple,  reticulated  white  at  the  base.  Yellow 
beard.

S.  white,  heavily  veined  and  spotted  violet-blue;  F.  white  with  violet 
reticulations  at  base  and  on  edge.  Beard  orange,  shading  to  blue  at 
edge.  Admirers  of  Mme.  Chereau  will  appreciate  this  new  variety. 

Fine  growing  habit  and  carriage.  Two  rhizomes  at  85c  each;  five  or 
more  rhizomes  at  75c  each.

S.  bright  apricot  shaded  rose;  F.  brilliant  rose-crimson  edged  buff.

GERALDINE  (Yeld)  $1.50

This  is  an  Iris  of  more  than  medium  size  and  much  above  average 
quality.  S.  lavender-blue  with  a cream  and  tan  edge;  F.  blue-purple 
with  bronze  markings  at  base.  Two  rhizomes  at  $1.75  each;  five 
or  more  rhizomes  at  $1.50  each. 
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ILSAN  (Goos  & Koenemann) $L50 

S.  light  violet  shaded  light  brown;  F.  deep  velvety  violet-red.  Late. 

We  believe  only  two  American  growers  had  yet  procured  this  new 
variety  last  year. 

IMPERATOR  (Cayeux)  $5.00 

S.  clear  violet  tinted  buff;  F.  reddish  violet,  throat  reticulated  with 
red-brown.  This  is  one  of  the  most  promising  of  the  new  Irises  from 
France. 

IRIS  KING  (Goos  8 Koenemann) $0.35 


Its  bright,  clear  colors  make  it  one  of  the  most  popular  Irises  among 
the  variegatas.  S.  clear  lemon-yellow;  F.  rich  maroon,  bordered 
yellow.  Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c 
each. 

ISIS  (Bliss)  $4.00 

Violet-blue  self  of  Pallida  type.  Large,  well  shaped  bloom,  good 
growing  habit,  and  free  flowering.  Considered  one  of  the  best  blues 
among  the  pallidas.

Standards  and  falls  clear  blue,  deeper  than  Dalmatica;  large  fragrant 
flowers;  tall,  vigorous  grower.  Splendid  for  border  and  mass  plant- 
ing. Early.  Two  rhizomes  at  40c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at 
35c  each. 
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KHAMSIN  (Millet)  $1.00 

S.  light  tan  tinted  violet,  shading  to  creamy-yellow  at  base;  F.  cream 
with  violet-red  reticulations.

The  color  throughout  is  a clear  pale  lavender  with  a 
slight  suffusion  of  rose.  Very  free  flowering  and  increases  quickly.”

“S.  lavender  washed  buff;  F.  bright  violet-purple,  reticulated  white 
at  base,  edged  deep  buff.

LENT  A.  WILLIAMSON  (Williamson) $1.00 

S.  broad,  of  soft  campanula-violet  color;  F.  very  large,  of  velvety 
royal  purple.

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LEONATO  (Hort)  See  Supplementary  List 

S.  pale  lavender  passing  to  silvery  heliotrope  in  certain  lights;  F.  of 
slightly  darker  tone  than  standards.  Falls  very  large.  Mr.  Wister  and 
I saw  this  Iris  in  bloom  in  Sir  Arthur  Hort’s  own  garden  in  June, 
1922.  It  was  the  largest  Iris  either  of  us  had  ever  seen,  and  the 
bloom  was  of  good  form  and  held  gracefully.  It  is  somewhat  lighter 
in  color  than  Lady  Foster,  and  while  it  multiplies  slowly,  yes,  very 
slowly,  it  seems  to  be  able  to  withstand  our  climate  much  better  than 
Lady  Foster.  We  hope  to  offer  a few  roots  for  sale  in  a supplement 
to  this  price  list  to  be  issued  after  the  blooming  season. 

LEONE  TRENANCE  (Bliss) $1.50 

S.  pale  lavender;  F.  slightly  darker  tone.  At  the  price  we  can  now 
list  this  variety  we  are  sure  many  Iris  lovers  will  want  to  study  it  in 
their  own  gardens. 

LEVERRIER  (Denis)  $2.00 

“S.  ageratum-blue;  F.  bright  violet  purple  heavily  veined  of  blood- 
stone-brown on  the  white  throat.” — Millet’s  description.  We  hope  to 
give  an  American  description  of  this  variety  after  the  blooming 
season. 

LEWIS  TROWBRIDGE  (Farr) $0.50 

S.  bright  violet;  F.  blue-violet,  shaded  rose;  very  large  flower  with 
wide  standards  and  falls.  Two  rhizomes  at  40c  each;  five  rhizomes 
or  more  at  35c  each.

S.  light  tan,  overlaid  old-rose;  F.  old  rose  suffused  violet  and 
blue,  yellow  at  the  base  with  bronze  markings.  Orange  beard.  One 
of  our  favorites  among  the  new  Perry  varieties.  Stock  very  scarce. 

MARY  GRAY  (Farr) $0.50 

S.  clear  lavender-blue;  F.  dark  lobelia-blue;  large  flowers.  Two  rhi- 
zomes at  40c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  35c  each. 

MARY  ORTH  (Farr) $2.00 

S.  light  blue-violet;  F.  dark  blue  violet.  A large  dome-shaped  flower 
of  good  form  and  color.

M.  Cayeux  regards 
this  variety  and  Renee  Cayeux  as  the  two  very  best  varieties  he  has 
produced. 

MADAME  JANIAUD  (Cayeux) $4.00 

S.  lavender  suffused  light  tan;  F.  bright  violet,  margined  lilac.  Old 
gold  at  base  with  some  white  showing.  Bloom  of  large  size.  Not- 
withstanding the  freezing  weather  last  year  this  variety  was  a success. 

It  is  still  very  scarce. 


MADAME  J.  VERNOUX  (Millet) $1.00 

S.  soft  lilac-blue,  washed  rose;  F.  intense  bright  violet-purple. 

MEDALLION  (Sturtevant)  $0.35 

S.  good  lemon  yellow;  F.  of  slightly  lighter  shade  suffused  with  dull 
red  and  showing  brown  lines  at  the  base.  Two  rhizomes  at  30c 
each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each.

No  doubt  this  variety  will  win  a coveted  place 
in  the  Dominion  group. 

MOONLIGHT  (Dykes)  $7.50 

As  this  variety  is  new  to  nearly  all  Americans,  we  give  the  description 
as  it  comes  to  us  from  England.  “We  can  thoroughly  recommend  this 
mid-season  novelty.;  it  has  been  exceedingly  fine  this  season,  and  has 
flowered  early  and  long.  The  very  large,  finely  formed  blooms  are 
carried  on  stout,  well  branched  stems,  3 feet  high.  The  pale  amber 
yellow,  broad  standards  are  finely  arched,  the  falls  are  straight  hanging, 
smoky,  sulphury  yellow,  with  heavy  greenish  gold  reticulations  at  the 
haft,  with  a striking  broad  lemon  yellow  beard.  Very  strongly 
scented.  Quite  distinct  in  colour,  and  a real  acquisition.” 

MOLIERE  (Vilmorin)  $1.00 

S.  dark  violet;  F.  darker  violet  and  of  velvety  texture,  veined  brown 
at  haft.  This  dark  variety  is  a good  grower  and  will  probably  be  a 
success  in  our  gardens.  Two  rhizomes  at  85c  each;  five  or  more 
rhizomes  at  75c  each. 

MONSIGNOR  (Vilmorin)  $0.35 

S.  pale  unveined  violet;  F.  a ground  work  of  the  same  shade  but 
richly  overlaid  and  veined  (except  for  a broad  margin)  with  deep 
purple.  Effective  in  mass  planting.  One  of  the  popular  standard 
varieties.  Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c 
each. 

MORNING  SPLENDOR  (Shull) $5.00 

“All  that  the  name  implies.  Should  always  be  planted  where  the 
low-lying  morning  sun  can  reach  it  for  then  its  petunia  violet  stand- 
ards and  raisin  purple  falls  produce  the  most  brilliant  red  effect  yet 
seen  among  the  tall  bearded  Irises.  Flowers  are  large,  of  fine  form, 
heavy  substance,  and  delightful  fragrance,  and  are  borne  on  tall, 
strong  stems.”  We  do  not  hesitate  to  recommend  this  variety  as 
highly  as  any  variety  can  be  recommended.  It  has  all  the  good  quali- 
ties of  the  Dominion  Seedlings  except  extreme  size,  and  it  excels  them 
all  in  vigor. 

MORWELL  (Bliss)  $1.50 

S.  and  F.  pale  blue-purple;  broad  haft  and  brown  markings.  Its 
large  bloom,  free  blooming  habit  and  vigorous  growth  may  win  a 
place  for  it  in  our  gardens.  Two  rhizomes  at  $1.25  each;  five  or 
more  rhizomes  at  $1.00  each. 
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M.  AUSTIN  (Denis)  $2. 

This  variety  is  very  distinctive,  making  its  approach  towards  red 
through  a deep  lilac-rose  shade.  We  were  particularly  well  pleased 
with  it  last  year,  and  will  be  very  glad  to  see  it  in  bloom  again. 

ML  AYMARD  (Denis) $1. 

This  Iris  is  very  much  like  Her  Majesty,  being  an  approach  to  pink. 
We  do  not  know  that  it  is  better  than  Her  Majesty,  but  it  should  be 
exhibited  at  the  Iris  shows.  Two  rhizomes  at  85c  each;  five  or  more 
rhizomes  at  75c  each. 

M.  CORNU AULT  (Denis)  $3. 

S.  lavender,  washed  buff;  F.  crimson,  very  faintly  tinged  with  purple; 
reddish-brown  reticulations  at  base.  Mid-season.  We  understand 
the  originator  considered  this  one  of  his  best  varieties. 

M.  TRINIDAD  (Denis)  $3. 

When  I visited  M.  Denis  at  his  home  in  southern  France  in  1922,  this 
variety  was  still  a novelty,  and  he  called  my  particular  attention  to  it. 

It  is  a clear  lilac  mauve  in  color,  but  on  account  of  the  freezing 
weather  in  May,  1924,  and  again  in  May,  1925,  we  have  not  yet 
seen  good  blooms  of  it  in  our  garden. 

MRS.  ALAN  GRAY  (Foster) $0. 

This  is  an  old  Iris  with  comparatively  small  size  bloom,  but  the  color 
is  such  a fine  light  shade  of  lilac-pink  that  it  is  valuable  in  our  gardens. 
Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 

MRS.  CHARLES  PEARSON  (Perry) : $4. 

“Extremely  dainty,  tall  branching  stems,  medium-sized  flowers;  S. 
delicate  mauve;  F.  rosy-mauve,  with  a bold  white  lined  blotch  ex- 
tending half-way  down  the  falls;  white  beard.” 

MRS.  COWLEY  (Bliss) $0. 

S.  coppery  buff;  F.  deep  rich  rosy-purple.  Early,  prolific  bloomer. 
Two  rhizomes  at  40c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  35c  each. 

MRS.  HETTY  MATSON  (Perry) $5. 

A cross-bred  Pallida  of  outstanding  merit,  large  globular  flowers.  S. 
purple  fawn,  shot  bronze;  F.  broad,  rich  crimson-purple.  Rich  yellow 
beard. 

MRS.  H.  F.  BOWLES  (Perry) $7. 

The  following  description  is  from  an  English  publication,  “Amateur 
Gardening.”  “This  is  probably  one  of  Perry’s  finest  introductions, 
and  it  has  a future  of  great  popularity.  The  standards  are  old  gold, 
suffused  with  brown,  and  the  falls  a bright  brick-red,  the  whole 
flower  giving  a rich  brown-red  effect.  A very  beautiful  and  most 
distinct  Iris.” 

MOTHER  OF  PEARL  (Sturtevant) $1. 

Standards  and  falls  pale  bluish  lavender,  with  a faint  creamy  under- 
tone. Large  flowers  of  perfect  form  and  exceptional  substance.  The 
creamy  undertone  of  this  exceptional  substance  often  assumes  the  luster 
and  iridescence  which  we  see  in  the  beautiful  lining  of  many  sea  shells 
which  produce  Mother  of  Pearl.  The  plant  is  tall,  a vigorous  grower, 
and  a profuse  bloomer.  See  color  illustration.  The  best  Iris  value 
of  the  year.  Six  rhizomes  for  $5.00.

MRS.  MARION  CRAN  (Perry) $40.00 

I saw  this  variety  in  Mr.  Perry’s  exhibit  at  the  show  in  London  in 
1922,  and  at  this  show  I met  Mrs.  Marion  Cran,  the  lady  in  whose 
honor  this  Iris  was  named.  She  seemed  pleased  that  an  American 
should  place  a high  estimate  on  “her”  Iris,  but  at  that  time  she  was 
particularly  interested  in  the  quality  of  another  of  Mr.  Perry’s  Irises, 
Benrimo,  which  has  not  yet  bloomed  for  us  but  which  we  hope  to 
describe  after  the  blooming  season  in  one  of  our  Gardon  Notes.  The 
bloom  on  Iris  Mrs.  Marion  Cran  was  a very  large  lilac-pink  self, 
larger,  I believe,  than  Mr.  Bliss’  Susan  Bliss.  Our  stock  of  this  variety 
came  direct  from  Mr.  Perry  with  the  label,  “Mrs.  Marion  Cran.” 

We  confidently  expect  to  see  the  same  kind  of  bloom  on  it  which  we 
saw  on  the  variety  in  England. 

MRS.  TINLEY  (Bliss) $1.00 

Large  flowers  of  an  intense  self  violet-blue,  with  a characteristic  golden 
blotch.  Two  rhizomes  at  85c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  75c 
each. 

MRS.  WALTER  BREWSTER  (Vilmorin) $1.00 

The  color  on  this  new  variety  is  somewhat  darker  than  Pallida  Dal- 
matica,  and  the  plant  is  not  as  tall  as  that  famous  old  variety.  S. 
lavender-blue;  F.  aniline  blue;  good  yellow  beard.  Free  flowering. 

The  variety  has  fine  blooming  habit,  its  branching  stems  often  carry- 
ing six  blooms  at  the  same  time. 

MYSTIC  (Bliss)  $6.00 

S.  pure  white;  F.  white  with  plum  red  markings  at  haft.  Yellow 
beard.  Produces  its  flowers  freely.  A greatly  enlarged  and  improved 
Mrs.  H.  Darwin. 

NAVAJO  (Farr)  $0.35 

S.  light  bronzy  yellow,  shaded  lavender;  F.  deep  maroon,  heavily 
veined  white  and  yellow.  Stigmas  yellow.  Deep  orange  beard. 

Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 

NEPTUNE  (Yeld)  $0.75 

S.  pale-blue;  F.  rich  dark  purple-blue.  Tall  and  well  branched. 

NIMBUS  (Shull)  $5.00 

A tall  Trojana  cross,  with  light  lobelia  violet  standards  having  a 
darker  thread  edge  of  lobelia  violet.  Falls  cotinga  purple.  A flower 
of  great  distinction,  making  a splendid  if  somewhat  somber  mass  in 
the  garden.  Flowers  five  and  one-half  inches  high  on  stems  that  have 
reached  forty-four  inches  in  height.  Frequently  long  laterals  permit 


cutting  them  without  taking  whole  stem.  Fragrant. — Shull’s  descrip- 
tion. 

NUEE  D’ OR  AGE  (Verdier) $0.35 

S.  slate  blue  with  bronze  shading;  F.  bronze  and  purple;  very  large 


flowers.  Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c 
each. 

OCHRACEA  COERULEA— See  Sunset 
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ODORATISSIMA  (?)  $0.50 

Lavender-blue  color,  almost  a self.  A splendid  growing  pallida.  Two 
rhizomes  at  40c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  35c  each.  Special 
prices  for  large  quantities. 

OLIVER  PERTHUIS  (Millet)  $2.50 

The  name  of  this  variety  is  sometimes  given  as  O.  Perthuis,  and  at 
other  times  as  M.  Perthuis.  In  1923  it  gave  us  bloom  of  such  splen- 
did size  and  quality  that  we  thought  it  was  almost  in  a class  with 
Dominion,  but  we  were  greatly  disappointed  in  the  bloom  the  next 
year,  for  it  did  not  show  the  same  high  quality  nor  splendid  size.  We 
will  give  it  close  attention  this  year.  S.  lavender-mauve;  F. purplish- 
lilac. 

ONNORIS  (Sturtevant)  $1.00 

S.  yellow  dusted  lavender  and  penciled  maroon;  F.  same  but  with 
less  noticeable  marking. 

OPORTO  (Yeld)  $1.00 

S.  and  F.  rich  purplish  mauve  with  conspicuous  orange  beard;  large 
flowers  of  good  substance.  A popular  variety  in  England,  but  we  are 
not  yet  ready  to  advise  its  purchase  for  American  gardens.  Two 
rhizomes  at  85c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  75c  each. 

OPERA  (Vilmorin)  $0.75 

Nearly  everyone  likes  this  Iris,  and  we  are  glad  it  can  now  be  sold  at 
a popular  price.  It  is  a prolific  bloomer,  and  its  color  is  so  bright  that 
it  makes  itself  known  wherever  it  is  in  bloom,  and  we  have  remarked 
that  it  has  a particularly  friendly  color,  not  red,  of  course,  but  a red- 
purple  of  a very  pleasing  shade.  It  has  a permanent  place  in  our 
“select”  list. 


ORIENTAL  (Farr)  $0.35 

S.  rich  lavender  shading  toward  red;  F.  darker,  but  with  the  same 
general  color.  Splendid  orange  beard.  Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each; 
five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 

ORIFLAMME  (Vilmorin)  $0.50 

S.  lavender-blue;  F.  violet-purple,  deeper  than  standards.  Red- 
brown  markings  at  base.  Orange  beard.  Large  bloom.  In  class  with 
Lord  of  June,  Neptune,  and  Lady  Foster.  Mid-season.  A good  value 
at  50c. 

OUR  KING  (Denis) $4.00 

S.  light  purple;  F.  rose  to  dull  purple.  Watch  our  Garden  Notes  for 
a better  description  after  the  blooming  season. 

PALEMON  (Perry)  $5.00 


S.  apricot;  F.  apricot  suffused  lavender.  Flowers  of  good  size  and 
form. 
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PALLIDA  DALMATICA  (?) $0.35 

S.  and  F.  both  lavender  blue.  Although  this  is  one  of  the  very  old 
Irises,  yet  it  is  better  and  more  attractive  than  some  newer  varieties 
which  are  sold  at  many  times  its  price.  It  will  probably  always  re- 
main in  my  "select”  list.  The  most  popular  of  the  standard  varieties. 

This  is  the  extra  tall  Pallida  Dalmatica,  taller  and  more  vigorous  than 
Princess  Beatrice.  Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  at  25c 
each. 

PANCROFT  (Millet)  $0.50 

S.  cream-white  edged  pale  yellow.  F.  ivory  white,  pale  yellow  at 
base  with  reddish-brown  reticulations.  Mid-season.  Two  rhizomes 
at  40c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  35c  each. 

PARC  DE  NEUILLY  (Verdier) $0.35 

This  is  a splendid  self  colored  purple  and  well  worth  the  price  at 
which  it  is  being  sold.  A profuse  bloomer,  vigorous  grower.  Two 
rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 

PATIENCE  (Foster)  $0.35 

The  standards  are  nearly  a heliotrope  in  color,  and  the  falls  are  of  deep 
red  purple.  Late.  Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes 
at  25c  each. 

PAULINA  (Hort)  $2.00 

This  Iris  has  a pleasing  lilac  pink  shade.  It  is  not  as  tall  as  Prospero, 
but  it  has  a splendid  garden  effect,  and,  unlike  some  of  the  Hort 
varieties,  it  withstands  our  changeable  climate. 

PAULINE  (Farr)  $0.35 

This  Iris  is  very  rich  rose-lilac  in  color,  darker  than  Caterina,  its  silky 
petals  forming  a good  contrast  with  its  deep  orange  beard.  Two 
rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 

PEACOCK’S  EYE  (Goos  8 Koenemann) $0.35 

S.  olive-gold;  F.  shaded  gold  at  the  edges  and  deepening  to  plum- 
color  in  the  center.  Somewhat  like  Loreley,  with  slightly  darker 
standards,  and  broader  border  on  the  falls.  Two  rhizomes  at  30c 
each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 

PEAU  ROUGE  (Cayeux) $5.00 

S.  coppery-red;  F.  violet-carmine,  reticulated  yellow  at  base.  Bronze- 
yellow  beard.  This  seems  to  be  a very  good  Iris,  and  was  very  much 
admired  in  our  garden.  It  makes  a good  approach  toward  red.  Mid- 
season. 

PERFECTION  (Barr)  $0.35 

S.  light  blue;  F.  dark  velvety  violet-black  with  orange  beard.  Mid- 
season. This  is  an  old  variety  but  it  is  also  a universal  favorite. 

Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 

PETIT  VITRY  (Cayeux)  $0.50 

This  is  a very  rich  purple  self  colored  Iris  and,  while  not  as  large  as 
Madame  Gaudichau,  it  is  very  distinctive.  A good  value  at  50c. 

Two  rhizomes  at  40c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  35c  each. 
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PIONEER  (Bliss)  $12.50 

Mr.  Bliss  is  very  proud  of  this  Iris,  and  he  showed  it  for  the  first 
time  when  we  visited  his  garden  in  1922.  He  told  us  he  regarded  it 
as  the  first  or  pioneer  of  a new  line  of  red-purple  Irises.  Mr.  Wister, 

Mr.  Murrell,  and  Mr.  Wallace  were  in  the  party  and  we  all  agreed 
that  it  had  great  merit  and  that  it  should  be  placed  upon  the  market. 

POCAHONTAS  (Farr)  $0.35 

Standards  and  falls  pure  white  bordered  pale  violet.  Mid-season. 
Similar  to  Anna  Farr  and  nearly  equal  to  it  in  quality.  One  of  the 
most  popular  standard  varieties.  Tall,  vigorous  grower.  Two  rhi- 
zomes at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each.  Special  prices 
for  quantity. 

PONT  A.  MOUSSON  (Millet) $1.00 

S.  tan  overlaid  with  bluish-lavender;  F.  darker,  shading  nearly  to  pur- 
ple with  mahogany  and  white  lines  at  base  of  falls.  Beard  light  yel- 
low. Very  large  bloom.  Early.  This  new  Iris  pleases  us  very  much. 

We  believe  it  is  a little  larger  than  Afterglow,  but  not  as  large  as 
Prospero.  Two  rhizomes  at  85c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  75c 
each. 

PORSENNA  (Yeld)  $1.00 

S.  bronze,  suffused  lavender;  F.  rich  pansy-violet  with  light  margin. 
Prominent  orange  beard.  At  a social  session  of  the  Iris  society  in 
England  Mr.  Yeld  told  us  that  he  gave  the  name  Porsenna  to  this  Iris 
because  it  had  an  extremely  large  beard.  If  we  renew  our  acquain- 
tance with  our  school  books,  we  will  probably  get  the  connection. 

Two  rhizomes  at  85c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  75c  each. 


POWHATAN  (Farr)  $0.35 

S.  deep  lavender,  with  deeper  border;  F.  deep  purple,  shaded  crimson; 
large,  horizontal,  spreading  flower.  Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five 
or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 

PRINCESS  OSRA  (Bliss)  $7.50 

“Free  bloomer  and  vigorous  grower,  with  erect  habit.  Color,  clear 
white,  lightly  spotted  and  edged  pale  blue." 

PRINCESS  ROYAL  (Smith)  $0.50 

This  is  a very  pleasing  Pallida  with  a slight  suggestion  of  pink  in  its 


coloring.  It  may  not  be  quite  as  large  as  Pallida  Dalmatica,  but  it  is 
a worth  while  Iris.  Splendid  for  mass  planting.  Two  rhizomes  at 
40c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  35c  each. 

PRINCESS  VICTORIA  LOUISE  (Goos  8 Koenemann)  . . $0.35 

S.  sulphur-yellow;  F.  rich  plum,  bordered  cream.  Early.  A good 
landscape  variety,  similar  to  Loreley,  but  with  slightly  lighter  general 
color.  Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 

PROSPER  LAUGIER  (Verdier) $0.35 

S.  light  bronze-red;  F.  velvety  ruby-purple,  with  orange  beard.  This  is 
a very  interesting  Iris  because  it  was  the  first  good  one  in  its  class, 
which  has  now  been  perfected  in  the  great  Ambassadeur.  Two  rhi- 
zomes at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 
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PROSPERO  (Yeld)  $0.90 

I am  glad  this  very  tall  fine  Iris  can  be  sold  at  a reasonable  price. 
Prospero,  Asia,  and  Lady  Foster  were  the  three  best  Irises  in  the 
Chelsea  Show  in  London  four  years  ago,  and  Prospero  was  the  tallest 
and  largest  of  the  three.  It  has  my  unqualified  recommendation.  S. 
pale  lavender;  F.  rich,  deep  violet-purple,  slightly  lighter  at  margin. 

Two  rhizomes  at  80c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  75c  each. 

PROTEUS  (Newlands)  $7.50 

I visited  Sir  Arthur  Hort  in  his  garden  last  year  and  at  that  time  he 
told  me  that  this  blue-violet  variety  produced  the  very  largest  bloom 
he  had  ever  seen,  larger  even  than  his  Leonato,  which  Mr.  Wister  and 
I had  seen  two  years  previously  in  his  garden  and  which  was  the  larg- 
est Iris  either  of  us  had  ever  seen. 

QUAKER  LADY  (Farr) $0.35 

Nature  has  taken  smoky  lavender,  acquamarine  blue,  and  old  gold  and 
has  combined  them  to  color  the  Iris  we  know  as  Quaker  Lady,  and 
the  Iris  enthusiast  thanks  nature  for  the  beauty  of  this  flower,  and  he 
also  thanks  the  originator  for  the  very  appropriate  name.  After  you 
have  once  seen  it,  you  cannot  help  thinking  of  a Quaker  Lady  of  the 
old  school  every  time  you  see  the  bloom.  Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each; 
five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 


QUEEN  ALEXANDRA  (Barr) $0.35 

S.  fawn,  shot  with  lilac;  F.  lilac,  reticulated  bronze  at  base.  Beard 
yellow.  Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c 
each. 

QUEEN  CATERINA  (Sturtevant) $1.00 

This  fine  variety  comes  nearer  to  being  in  the  same  class  with  Mother 
of  Pearl  than  any  other  variety  we  know.  The  colors  are  somewhat 
similar  and  both  are  excellent. 

QUEEN  ELINOR  (Hort) $0.50 

We  have  accumulated  enough  stock  of  this  lilac-rose  colored  variety

RING  DOVE  (Foster) $L 

S.  pale  lavender-violet;  F.  a shade  darker,  with  a band  of  dark  lav- 
ender at  the  throat.  Tall,  thrifty  grower.  Two  rhizomes  at  85c 
each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  75c  each. 

RODNEY  (Bliss)  $1. 

This  is  a dark  self  violet-blue  Iris  which  I do  not  regard  as  one  of  the 
best  of  the  Bliss  varieties,  and  yet  it  should  have  a wider  distribution 
before  it  is  discarded  from  our  gardens.

YOLANDE  (Millet)  $7.00 

S.  blue,  bright  at  base;  F.  pansy  violet.  We  have  heard  excellent 
reports  on  this  variety  from  abroad  and  we  are  glad  we  will  have  the 
opportunity  to  judge  its  merits  in  our  garden  this  year. 

ZEPHYR  (Sturtevant)  $0.35 


Deep  lavender,  medium  size.  Valuable  for  garden  effect,  but  not  for 
specimen  blooms.  Early.  We  are  glad  that  we  have  this  in  sufficient 
quantity  to  offer  it  at  a very  attractive  price  for  landscape  purposes. 
Two  rhizomes  at  30c  each;  five  or  more  rhizomes  at  25c  each. 
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ZOUAVE  (Vilmorin)  $0.75 

S.  light  lilac;  F.  white,  veined  and  dotted  violet.  Mid-season.  We 
can  recommend  this  variety  for  its  very  rapid  increase  and  we  are 
glad  we  can  sell  it  at  this  very  low  price. 

ZUA  (Crawford)  $0.65 

This  Iris  is  in  a class  all  by  itself.  Its  color  is  nearly  white,  the  bloom 
is  of  good  size,  although  it  does  not  grow  on  tall  stems,  but  its  great 
attraction  is  the  crimped  effect  of  the  petals.  The  Matilija  Poppy  of 
California  is  the  only  other  flower  I know  which  has  this  beautiful 
and  peculiar  quality. 

ZULU  (Bliss) — Dominion  Seedling $25.00 

This  is  one  of  the  very  newest  of  the  Dominion  seedlings.  Here  is 
the  English  description:  “This  variety  is  a sister  seedling  of 

“Swazi”,  and  is  one  of  the  famous  “Dominion”  race.  It  is  re- 
markably free-flowering  and  has  the  additional  advantage  of  being 
late — a quality  which  is  enhanced  by  the  substantial  texture  of  the 
flowers,,  which  last  a long  time  in  good  condition.  The  standards 
are  a dear  rich  steely  aniline  blue,  and  the  falls  a fine  dark  velvety 
purple,  paler  at  the  edges.  This  is  a much  better  Iris  than  Dominion 
in  very  wav.” 

DWARF  IRISES 

The  Dwarfs  are  now  blooming  in  my  garden,  and  I have  given 
the  height  of  each  variety  as  it  is  in  the  garden  this  year.  Of 
course,  weather  conditions  regulate  the  height  to  a certain  extent, 
and  so  these  varieties  next  year  may  be  an  inch  or  two  shorter  or 
taller — it  all  depends  on  the  season. 

I have  listed  the  new  and  scarce  Dwarfs  at  $1.00  each,  and  it 
may  be  that  in  a year  or  two  I will  be  able  to  list  them  at  a lower 
price. 

ALBATRE  (Millet)  $1.00 

S.  creamy  white;  F.  creamy  white  with  purple  markings  down  the 
center,  and  bronze  markings  at  the  haft.  A good  dwarf.  Height,  5 
inches. 

ALBRIENSIS  DELICATA  (?) $0.25 

S.  silvery  lavender;  F.  delicate  lavender  spread  over  white.  Falls,  a 
little  darker  than  standards.  Not  as  dark  as  Meteor.  Height,  3 
inches.  Five  rhizomes  at  20c  each;  twenty-five  rhizomes  at  15c  each. 

ALPIN  (Millet)  $1.00 

Violet-purple  with  cream  colored  beard,  darker  at  the  base.  Stand- 
ards darker  than  falls.  Height,  6 inches.  A good  dwarf. 

ARMEE  D ORIENT  (Millet) $1.00 

S.  lemon-yellow;  F.  yellow,  edge  washed  violet.  Height,  3 inches. 

BIFLORA  (?)  $0.25 

Similar  to  Niobe,  but  probably  not  as  good  a purple.  Height,  5 

inches.

Not  as  good  a white  as  Josephine,  but  a more  prolific  bloomer  than 
that  variety.  Five  rhizomes  at  40c  each;  twenty-five  rhizomes  at 
30c  each. 

CANARY  BIRD  (Perry) .$0.35 

S.  straw  yellow;  F.  same  color  as  standards  with  green  markings. 
Orange  beard.  Height,  4 inches.  Five  rhizomes  at  23c  each;  twen- 
ty-five rhizomes  at  20c  each. 

CHAMEIRIS  ALBA  (?) $0.35 

A very  light  cream  dwarf,  nearly  white.  It  is  a prolific  bloomer, 
and  the  earliest  of  its  color.

zomes at  40c  each. 

THE  BRIDE  (?)  $0.35 

One  of  the  best  whites;  taller  than  the  average  dwarf.  Height,  7 
inches.  Five  rhizomes  at  25c  each;  twenty-five  rhizomes  at  20c  each. 

VILLEREAL  (Millet)  $1.00 

S.  pansy-violet  with  slight  heliotrope  tone;  F.  deep  red-purple.  This 
is  one  of  Millet’s  new  dwarfs,  and  I have  a good  bloom  of  it  in  my 
garden  at  the  present  time.  Height,  5 to  7 inches. 

VERDUN  (Millet)  $1.00 

S.  mottled  smoky-heliotrope;  F.  red- violet;  lemon-yellow  beard. 
Height,  6 inches.  Good.  Five  rhizomes  at  85c  each. 

VERNA  (?)  $0.50 

Distinct  rich  deep  blue  flower  with  a beautiful  yellow  beard.  Height, 

5 inches.  Five  rhizomes  at  40c  each.
